A w hirling snowstorm at times blotted out the majestic fighting ships ae 
they moved slowly up the bay, past the Statue of Liberty, where Secretary 
Daniels reviewed them from the deck of the presidential yacht M ayflow er. 
Preceding the fleet came a swarm of small craft and submarine chasers* 
clearing the way. 
The islands in the harbor, the docks and tops of ta ll build­ 
ings were thronged with spectators, despite a cutting wind. 
It was the greatest naval review in American history and it m arked the 
day when the United States form ally assumed its place as the second naval 
I power of the world. 
The biggest sea fighting force the United S tates ever 
I boasted today had its first being as a single unit, 
a 
veritable 
A m erican 
; armada, as Secretary Daniels reviewed the combined American b attle fleets. 
The review was the official welcome to the Atlantic fleet, which fo r nearly 
two years has kept the United States flag flying in European w aters. 
The 
ten long, gray craft steamed up the bay this morning to the music o f cheers 
and sirens and in the Hudson river joined the home squadron, w hich has 
remained on this side. 
The homecoming fleet comprised Admiral Mayo's flagship, the Pennsyl­ 
vania and nine other dreadnaughts, the Arizona, Oklahoma, Nevada, Florida* 
Utah, New York, Texas, Wyoming and Arkansas. 
Each mammoth fighter flew from her masts, streamers of ribbon alm ost 
IOO feet long. 
When the column came into view of the crowds in lo w er Man­ 
hattan, showers of torn paper began pouring down from the windows of the 
skyscrapers. 
As the vessels went into the Hudson, they came quite close 
to the New York shore, so the people had a good view of them. 
The cheering was not continuous. 
After each outburst the crowds stood
